Fore- 
man Bail a>-ose and handed to Clerk 
Harscy a sealed envelope. This wa--

APPROPRIATION 


For Payment of the President's Trav- 


eling Expenses. 


Washington,- June 23.—The opposi- 


tion to the committee amendment to 
the sundry civil bill appropriating 
$25,000 annually for the payment of 
the traveling expenses of the presi- 
dent, which was begun by Senator Mc- 
Laurin, resulted in the withdrawal of 
the amendment and the passage of the 
independent bill providing practically 
tor the same appropriation which was 
recently passed by the house of rep- 
esentatives. The suggestion for ac- 
ion on the bill instead of the amend- 
ment was made by Senator Foraker, 
,nd the appropriation bill was laid 
aside for two hours to permit this 
ourse. Other business transacted in- 
luded the passage of the sundry civrl 
appropriation bill. There was an ef- 
ort to strike out of it the provision 
jrohibting canteens at soldiers' homes, 
jut instead it was made stronger. As 
passed the bill carries an appropria- 
ion of about $102,600,000. The bill 
also retains the house provision for a 
ock canal at Panama.

At a meeting of the Constitutional 


club, Deputy Stchepkiu reported the 
findings of the committee of the lower 
house which went to Bialystok to in- 
vestigate the anti-Jewish outbreak. 
According to this report the police, 
with the aid of subordinate officers of 
the police and military, caused the out- 
break by circulating false rumors 
against the Jews. The governor of 
Bialystok, though not directly respon- 
sible, was said to have been undoubt- 
edly criminally guilty of prolonging 
the excesses by abandoning his post. 
The governor washed his hands of the 
affair, not knowing the attitude of the 
officials at St. Petersburg. The local 
police assumed that the Goremykin 
ministry, which had printed BJack 
Hundred circulars, would not punish 
those who participated in the out- 
break. It is the two-faced attitude of 
the government, M. Stchepkin assert- 
ed, which was probably responsible. 
In concluding the report says: "The 
ministry must be changed and one 
mufat be chosen from the majority in 
parliament, or otherwise Russia will 
fall to the level of Persia and Turkey 
and ultimately come under the tutor- 
ship of a really civilized government."
